Fox (pub lished b y A. A. Knopf, 
Inc , New York).

"They 
were constantly asking me ques­ 
tions and wanting to know where 
to read up ab out their eyes. S u r­ 
prisingly I could find no single 
b ook to recommend which gave 
simply and not too dryly what the 
layman needs to know ab out his 
eyesight so I wrote my own.” 
He did a very good job . The b ook 
is a quite comprehensive, clearly 
stated account of every phase of 
the modern knowledge of the eye. 
The sub ject is well suited to b e p ut 
b etween the covers of a single 
small 
b ook, 
b ecause

other 
b ranch of medicine is quite as 
scientific, quite as capab le of b eing 
p resented plainly, positively and 
succinctly.

Corneal Transplant 


I would not spoil the reader’s 
pleasure b y ab stracting any of 
these. 
I was interested in reading one 
topic ab out which I have not b een 
ab le to get much satisfactory and 
conservative information, and this 
is the success of grafting corneas 
on opaque eyes. I have seen. as 
everyone has, somewhat sensa­ 
tional accounts and pictures in the 


current magazine press, but I 
haven’t b een ab le to contact any 
oculists who have performed the 
operation or who even know about 
it authoritatively. 
On fir.-t thought it seems to vio­ 
late one of the fundamental p rin­ 
ciple? of surgery which is—“ No 
graft except an 
autograft will 
live.” That is, you cannot make a 
skin graft live unless the skin is 
taken from another p art of the 
b ody of the same perron who needs 
the graft. But then in reply to this 
the thought occurs that the cornea 
is almost a completely n onvascu­ 
lar structure and may for that 
reason not come within the rule. 
Description of Operation 
Here is w hat Dr. Fox say s ab out 
it: 
"We must say a few words 
ab out the corneal transp lant. This 
is the operation b y which a small 
window’ is cut in an opaque cornea 
and replaced b y a piece of clear 
cornea, in the p ast few years 
nothing ab out the eye, with the 
possib le exception of the contact 
lens, has received more pub licity. 
And nothing has raised more false 
hopes. . . . It should b e known that 
this operation is on the 
co rn ea 
o n ly. It can b e performed only in 
those cases where the cornea, b y 
reason of injury ur disease, has 
lost its transp arency or its regu­ 
larity, so that vision is impaired. 
It can b e successful only in those 
exes that are healthy except for 
an unclear cornea. Ob viously there 
is no earthly use in giving the 
ey e 
a clear window if there is some­ 
thing else inside the eye that p re­ 
vents it from seeing. And ev en 
under the b est circumstances the 
new corneal window may b ecome 
opaque again. Why, we do not 
know’. 
"The corneal transp lant oper­ 
ation is an incalculab ly imp ortant 
advance in eye surgery. It is the 
result of many years of exp eri­ 
mentation and research. 
It has 
restored vision to many eyes that 
would otherwise b e b lind. . . . The 
widespread notion that with this 
operation an entire diseased eye 
can he removed and a new one p ut 
in its place is wrong. . . ."

Inventor Charles L. W ainwright 
of M artindale says 
he got 
the 
idea from years of trap p ing. 
Lik e Bicycle P u m p 
He calls it simply: "the W ain­ 
w right coyote gun." 
The gun looks like a b icycle 
p ump. It is a rolled steel cylinder 
nine-inche> long, w ith a com p en­ 
sating sp ring near the head w hich 
gives it a flexib ility allowing live­ 
stock and hum ans to step on i + 
w ithout discharging it. A harp oon 
anchor at the other end 
of the 
gun p revents it from b eing d is­ 
lodged from the ground. 
At the b usiness end is. a shell 
cham b er 
and 
firing 
m echanism 
which holds a cartridge resem ­ 
b ling a small shotgun shell, d e ­ 
tonated on the sam e principle. 
The cartridge's lethel m ixtu re 
is p otassium cyanide 
and p hos­ 
phorus, 
p rop elled 
b y 
a 
small 
£ >owdcr 
charge. 
"I 
insert 
the 
gun 
into 
the 
ground, 
covering 
the 
attached 
cartridge and cocked m echanism 
with rab b it fur- all of w hich is 
then sealed with p araffin to kill 
any hum an 
scent,” says- W ain ­ 
wright. "I attach the b ait-covered 
shell to the firing clot and take it 
off safely. Then I ap p ly a scent 
(the form ula is a secret) with a 
b rush. 
“Should livestock 
step on or 
nuzzle the b oob y trap , the com ­ 
p ensating sp ring b ends, p re v e n t­ 
ing discharge. It takes the hungry 
yan k of a coyote's teeth to do the 
trick. 
"W hen a coyote edges up to the. 
gun and grab s for the scented fur, 
he gets a throatful of poison. He 
m ay fall then or w ithin 200 yard s.”

M eagher County, Mont., says "the 
gun has achieved such good r e ­ 
sults that I p etitioned the WRB
